gain of the former and .demanding 
that he be required to make restitu- 
tion to the total amount o£ $4,209,600, 
for his alleged fraudulent acts, Russell 
L. Dunn, a stockholder of the water 
company, this forenoon instituted suit 
in the'superior court against Havens- 
and the Peoples Water Company as 
technical defendant. 
Dunn asks the 


court for the following; relief: 


"1. That the payment of $2,560,- 


000 par value of said bonds to his 
Water Company to defendant F. C, 
Havens, and the payment of $948,* 
000 par valueu of said bonds to his 
agent. Ira A_.JIiUer,,,;be, -.declared void 
arul of no effect. 


"2. That defendant P. C. Havens 


be required to deliver to a commis- 
sioner or receiver to be appointed by 
the court all the first mortgage bonds, 
together -with coupons numbered nine 


<!>) to sixty (60) inclusive attached to 
each bond, issued or paid to defend- 
ant F. C. Havens 
on February 28, 


1907, 
and Issued or paid to his agent, 


Jra A. Miller, on May 31, 1907, and 
that said bonds be ordered delivered 
to the trustees under the bond mort- 
jjng-e on proper proof being: made to 
the court of such' trusteeship. 


"3. That In default of the delivery 


of said bonds to1 said commissioner or 
receiver 
as aforesaid, judgment be 


rendered 
in favor 
of said People's 


Water Company and against F. C. Ha- 
vens for the sum of $8,508,000, the 
value of said bonds ;at the dates of is- 
sue to said defendant, F. C. Havens. 


"4. 
That a further Judgment be 


rendered in favor of the Peoples Wa- 
ter Company and against said defend.- 
ant F. C. Havens, for the sum of $701,- 
000 
paid in redemption of interest 


coupons numbered one (1) to eight 
(S) inclusive of each of said bonds or 


issued to said -defendant F. C. Havens. 


"5. For such, other and further re- 


lief as to the court may seem proper." 


GOES INTO DETAILS. ' 


Going Into the details of .Havens' 


alleged fraudulent manipulation of the 
bonds In question, Dunn, through At- 
torney James W, Scott of San Fran-. 
Cisco, sets forth that Havens was the 
principal promoter, and organizer of 
the Peoples Water Company and that 
since its incorporation In July, 1906, 
has owned and held s. majority, of the 
shares of the capital stock of the con- 
cern; that he is in control of the cor- 
poration, and of its- board of direct- 
ors, officers, agents, and employes, and 
that during 1906-OT, when the alleged 
frauds were .perpetrated, Havens "was 
treasurer.of the corporation. , 
, 


' Dunn charges that in 1906 Havens, 


as treasurer of the Peoples 
Water 


Company, bought for the corporation 
the lands, premises and property it 
then acquired, for which the company 
paid-in (full,: and sets forth that Janu- 
ary 2, 19.07, the corporation executed 
to the Mercantile Trust Company of 
San Francisco a deed of trust to se- 
cure the payment 
-of 20,000- bonds, 


each In the sum of $1000, and Inter- 
est at the rate of 5 per cent per an- 
num. 


' 
DEED IS FOJED. 


.This deed of trust was filed in the 


office of the county recorder, of Ala- 
meda county February 2, 1907, and 
the complaint says that on the 28th 
day of the same month the Peoples 
Water Company Issued in Its corpor- 
ate name and 
delivered to Havens 


2560 of these trust bonds, annexed to 
each. of which were sixty coupons 
numbered one to sixty, Inclusive. This 
was followed on May 31, 1907, Dunn 
sets forth, .by the Peoples W.atsr Com- 
pany delivering to Ira A. Miller, as 
agent for Havens, 94S of these, bonds, 
to each of which were attached sixty 
coupons, and .that 
Havens received 


them. 
The 'issuance of these bonds, 


the complaint 
alleges,, was 
without 


consideration, delivery being made un- 


der and by reason of false, representa- 
tions of Havens and his agents that 
the bonds were s. part of the pur- 
.chase price of the lands, premises and 
properties of the water company, and 
that the real facts regarding the is- 
suance and delivery were concealed 
from the stockholders and bondhold- 
ers ' of 
the 
corporation, 
Havens 


throughout these 
transactions being 


treasurer of the Peoples Water Com- 
pany. 
The corporation, Dunn, 
con- 


tinues, has paid, as they became due, 
the interest coupons attached to the 
bonds, the total amount of the inter- 
est so paid being $701,600. 


REPRESENTS STOCKHOLDERS. 


Dunn says that while he Is a share- 


holder of the Peoples Water .Com- 
pany, he brings this action not only 
for the benefit .of himself, but .of ..all 
other shareholders of'.the corporati6n 
wha-'.may' dfeirS"'f6""ifitfe'?v'6ite~'ln' the 
action, and share the expense there- 
of. He says that the shareholders are 
so 'numerous that it is impracticable 
to bring- them all before, the court as 
parties plaintiff in the suit. He also 
says that he has rnada no demand up- 
on the Peoples Water Company, or the 
present board of directors, to bring 
this action, for the reason that Havens 
is at present a director of the concern, 
and Is president thereof; and for the 
further reason that each and all of the 
other,members of the board of direct- 
ors were elected as members thereon 
at the instance of Havens, and .repre- 
sent his Interests 
upon 
the board. 


Dunn charges that the directors are 
acttagr in conjunction 
with Havens, 


are'and have been'at all times since 
their election under his direction and 
control, and that for this reason .de- 
mand upon that source tu' institute 
suit would have been a futile and use- 
less act 


Dunn Is a consulting: engineer and

WASHINGTON, June 7.—As evidence 


of President Taft's belief that'peace has 
been practically restored In Mexico, with 
a government capable of coping with the 
situation, the withdrawal by degrees of 
the armed forces of the itnited States 
from the borders of.

'MEXICO CITT, June 7.— Amid the wild- 


est enthusiaam Francisco I. Madero Jr. 
today entered the capital of the govern- 
ment which he overturned. 


The demonstration 
was the greatest 


which the City of Mexico has known In 
a generation. Business was practically 
suspended and the streets through which 
the revolutionary leader made Ills' trium- 
phal way were gay with flags, hunting 
and flowers, while from tha throats of 
tens of thousands came roars of acclaim. 


The noisy 
welcome began whenv the 


great crowd at the railway station first 
caught sight of the bearded face and 
stocky figure of Madero as ha emerged 
from his .private, car and stepped quickly 
into a waiting carriage. .Shouts of • "Viva 
Madero" swelled into a .great chorus as 
the cry was' taken up along the streets 
leading from' the railway statlob through- 
out

Bowing:, end smiling to the ' right . and 


left,' Ktedero was driven 
through the 


streets to the national palace, and then. 
to the home of his 'father at 'Berlin and 
Liverpool streets. The crowds fell in be-

MEXICO CITY, June 7. 


—An earthquake at 4 a. 
m. today destroyed sev- 
eral building's, includ- 
ing the barracks where 
70 soldiers were buried 
in the ruins. 


The dead and wound- 


ed will number be- 
tween 50 and 70. _ 


Several persons were 


Killed through the jcpl- 
lapse of the building oc- 
cupied by the National 
Street Railway power 
plant. 


At Buena Vista the 


railroad tracKs were 
twisted. 


The shocK was fol- 


lowed by an explosion 
of gas at the armory 
barracKs, which added 
horror to the scene. 


FISSURES IN STREETS 


The movement of the 


oscillations were from 
north to south and g'reat 
fissures were opened in 
the streets. The adobe 
houses crumbled, but 
the dead in these cannot 
be numbered at present 


The shock was most 


severely felt in the west- 
ern part of the city, al- 
though the building's in 
the central part of the 
capital were rocked. 


The only foreigner 


reported Killed was a 
Chinese. 


ENGINEER KILLED 


A warehouse at the 


Mexican Central station 
collapsed and an engi- 
neer was Killed. 


A private boarding 


school building was to- 
tally wrecKed, but none 
of the occupants was in- 
jured. 


The National palace 


had one of its walls bad- 
ly cracKed, and the Key- 
stone of one of the arch- 
es was displaced.

NEW YORK. June 7,—A severe earth-' 


qiiaJco estimated at about 3000 miles from 
N'ev,- York was recorded on the seismo- 
graph of Fordham University this morn- 
Ing. ' The beginning of the quake was 
at S:H o'clock with the principal shock 
seven minutes later.

Prominent CaliforniaCongressmanReports 


Good Results of Meeting at 


Lake Mohoak 


At the directors' meotlng of the Mer- 


chants' Exchange last night, the fol- 
lowing report from Congressman J. 11. 
Knowland, delegate to the Lake Mohonk 
peace conference, was read by the secre- 
tary, Wilbur Walker:

of Oakland.

The subsequent Aioves were tha res-

last year, directing the city attorney 
to prepare to commence condemnation 
proceedings and creating .a municipal 
water commission, or board, to direct 
the operations1 of the city. toward 
ownership and operation of the plant.

The announcement was made yes- 


terday, however, that this first step 
on the part of the council to counter 
the Peoples Water. Company's threat 
of litigation has been fruitful of good 
'results. 
The company has .accepted 


.the claim, and the money has been 
paid over to Attorneys Fitzgerald and 
Abbott, special Water counsel for the 
city. The $6600 will be paid into the

The Judge Hart case, a suit by the 


water company commenced ' against 
tha city ten years ago, and dragged 
through the courts to the Supreme 
Court, has cost both the city and the 
water company considerable 
money.

WEAPON IS BtlGHTY. 


The right of eminent 
domain, by 


Which the people of the state or a mu- 
nicipality, have the .right to condemn 
private property at a price to be fixed, 
not in a bargain and sale manner, but 
by a just valuation in. the courts, has 
been a magnificent Weapon 
In 
the 


hands of the voters for half a cen- 
tury; but It has been a weapon 
so 


clumsy in its workmanship and' opera- 
tion that no municipality or state has 
had. the strength- tb wield 
it. 
Pos- 


sessed 'of a great .piece of offensive 
and' defensive machinery, the method 
of handling so difficult, and the. own- 
ers of the machine have been poWer- 
less, 
\ 


It is only through the passage by 


the last legislature of an amendment 
to the civil code In re eminent domain 
that the people have been placed in a 
position-to'get their hands on 
this 
weapon in an effective manner. Prior 
to the passoge of the new law, the 
people could commence .suit to con- 
demn a water plant, or a railroad or 
a gas plant. They could have the mat- 
ter put through .the courts and could 
have a fair and just valuation placed 
upon the property Irrespective of the 
"watered" capitalization. 
They could 


gain a judgment against the corpora- 
tion, so that all they had to do was 
to pay the physical- valuation', and the 
plant was theirs. 


NEW IiAW DT EFFECT. 


All this was In the power of the 


municipality prior to March 1, 1911, 
when the hew law went into effect 
through being sighed 
by 
Governor 


Johnson. 
But after gaining all this 


the law required that the 
payment, 


usually running .to iSeverai millions or 
dollars; .must be made within thirty 
days. No municipality in this state 
could raise a million dollars without a 
bond issue, and bonds cannot be place 
before the public in-thirty days. Con- 
sequently this right, set down in many 
pages.of the Code of Civil.Procedure, 
was virtually a. dead letter so far as 
any utility to the people at large was 
concerned. 


But the amendment signed by Gov- 
ernor .Johnson March 1 of this year 
extends- ;the time of payment of six 
months, making possible the presenta- 
tioh to the'people of the iesue in the 
foifm of a bond proposition. It is upon 
this basis that the city will proceed, 
and after condemning the properties 
of the Peoples Water Company; and 
gaining a valuation 
and 
judgment 


from the courts, a bond election will 
be called to submit the matter to the 
people).

Gary Declares Ex-President's Acquiescence 


in Tennessee Coal Deal Was "Real

Steel .Corporation, again a witness be- 
'fore the House steel tnist investigating 
committee today, declared that -Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's action in acquiescing- In 
the deal by which the steel corporation 
bought but the Tennessee Coal and Iron 
Company "was a piece of real construc- 
tive statesmanship."

Gary, cross-examined b^ . Representa- 
tive Littleton of New York/ elaborated 
his views as to government supervision 
of corporations and pleaded for greater 
op-operation ; between government 
offi- 


cials and the directing forces of big busi- 
ness combinations.. 
Gary insisted that 
the government was just as likely to go- 
tpo far in one direction as the corpora- 
tion In ; another. " Gary denied charges, 
attributed to Senator Oliver of Pennsyl- 
vania, that the steel corporation was en- 
deavoring to. gain control over 
Ohlb 


river- transportation lines so as to cut 
out water competition in the shipment 
of coal.

HELD DEAL NECESSARY. 


Judge Gary again today declared that 


former President Roosevelt and ex-Sec- 
retary Root hot only sanctioned 
the ab- 


sorption of the Tennessee Iron and Coal 
Company, by the steel corporation, but 
held it to be necessary to avert a wide- 
spread .financial , disaster. 


Gary declared the. conference at the 


White House In 1907 was the final step 
in the campaign to prevent a 
panic, 
and he added that if the administration 
had declined to permit the. combination 
of the two big steel properties, he would 
have: opposed It Jn tha steel 'corpora- 
tion.

Representative Littleton sought to get 


frpm Gary an understanding as to what

I surely would have voted 
against the purchase," Gary replied.

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Failure of ffte Hospital Bonds. 


i 
The failure of the proposed $500,000 county hospital bond issue 


to carry at the special election held yesterday Is to be deplored. 
iThe voice of humanity called loudly for its adoption to relieve the 
•distress of the county's helpless and indigent wards, but it was 
smothered, primarily, under an adverse vote cast by the citizens 
of the southern and eastern sections. 


In reality, however, the defeat of the county hospital bonds 


^vas due to either the indifference of a vast majority of the voters 
or to over-confidence on the part of those who kept away from the 
polls in the success of the proposition, on the theory that the 
rvoting would be all one way—namely, in favor, of the bonds, and 
that their votes would not be needed to accomplish that result. 
The deduction that indifference and over-confidence were respon- 
sible for the result is conclusively shown to be warranted by. the 
fact that only about 6000 votes out of a total county registration 
of 52,000 were cast at the polls. In other words, over seven-eighths 
of the electors in Alameda .county neglected to exercise their right 
cf suffrage yesterday on a subject involving the strongest claims 
.upon their humanity. The vote was so light and the adverse ma- 
jority was so small that the supervisors would seem to be amply 


; justified in calling another election at an early date. It is' certainly 
not'the predominating sentiment in 'Alameda county that, its sick 
and indigent wards are well enough housed on the county infirmary 
;farm now in structures inferior in many cases' to those in which, 
the livestock on the premises is kept. 
It is a crying shame to 


:Alameda county—one of the richest in the State—that its' unfortu- 
'nate wards should be herded together in attics, basements and old 
barns and stables. 
'

That is the case, however. 
Grand juries and philanthropic 


civic organizations have exposed and indignantly condemned the 
treatment of the sick and helpless county poor. It was hoped that 
the authorization of a hospital bond issue would relieve .the situa- 
tion and remove1 the grievance. 
But the defeat of the proposition 


leaves everything in the air-again. The-case is so urgent, how- 
ever, that some other method of providing early relief must be 
adopted, it" bonding is deemed impracticable. It will be criminal 
to attempt to carry the large number of sick- patients and helpless 
indigents in the county's charge through another winter - in 
, the 


miserable and crowded hovels in which they are now 'housed. , 


The complaint made at a meeting of the directors of the Cham- 


ber of Commerce yesterday that a number of. O'akland business 
men had crossed the bay to pay their federal corporation tax .in 
San Francisco instead of making the payment in the internal reve- 
uuc office located in THE TRIBUNE building, reveals an extraord- 
inary lack of local civic pride somewhere. . The location of an ..in- 
ternal revenue office here was made as a convenience to Oakland 
business men. The location of other federal offices here has had 
the same purpose in view. When the ^federal government provides 
these conveniences for the transaction of business common interest 
and prudence would suggest that they should be used. It is the 
failure to fully recognize the value of these institutions to the busi- 
ness men of the city and to the community at large that puts the 
permanency of their location-here in .peril, for San Francisco :"never 
overlooks a case" of that kind, but promptly starts the'ball in motion 
to have the Oakland office abolished or transferred across the bay. 
Self-interest should-.prompt Oakland business men tp safeguard 
every commercial institution within it against the insidious de- 
signs of those on the outside who are unfriendly to its progress 
and prosperity.

Building Activity in the Business District. 


The central business district in Oakland'is again a scene of 


extraordinary building activity. The erection of the H. C. Gapwell 
Company emporium and the excavation of the adjoining site for 
the $1,300,000 municipal building make the-city hall block, bqvmded 
by Clay, Washington, Fourteenth and Fifteenth streets, a veritable 
hive of industry. On the south side ofi'Fourteenth street, opp'osite 
-the 
city hall- block, the new Wilson, business building -is, also! in 


course of erection. 


The excavation of the. foundation for the seven-story "class 


A" bank and office buiiding to be erected fdr, the Security Bank 
and Trust Company at the northeast corner of Broadway and 
Eleventh street, is in progress. The excavation for the basement 
and foundation of a new modern, business block to be erected on 
the south side of Eighth street, between Broadway and .Washing- 
ton streets, is also under way. 


One of the most interesting 'developments in the 'central busi- 


ness quarters, however, is that which is taking place in the south- 
ern district. The Standard Brass Casting Company has just fin- 
ished a two-story brick building 100x100 on the northwest corner 
of Third and Jefferson. A three-story brick warehouse has nearly 
been completed on the south side of Fourth street in the middle 
of the block between Franklin and Webster streets. The Scott 
Express Company recently built large warehouses:.on the south- 
east corner of Webster and Fourth streets. The plans .have-been 
drawn for a four-story reinforced concrete warehouse on, the:Dona- 
htie block located on the west side of Webster street, which is to 
be jointly occupied by two leading grocery firms, namely, the-Wil- 
liam B. Cluff Company and, Wellman, Peck & Co. The building 
will have a frontage of 200 feet on Webster street, TOO feet cm Third 
and 75 feet on Fourth street. The interesting feature in this latter 
improvement is that it concentrates the wholesale grocery disrict 
in the territory east of Broadway and north of Third street,-for 
some weeks ago the wholesale San Francisco grocery firm of Frank

Roosevelt,, which will be uttered Just as 
cordially as It was prior to the campaign 
of 1908. This Is the best political news 
Taft has received In many months, and It 
'comes to him In a manner that leaves no 
doubt as to its authenticity. 


The information that Colonol Roosevelt 


under no circumstances /will allow his 
name to be presented to the Republican 
national convention, was conveyed to the. 
White House several days ago, but it did 
not become known until last night. That 
Colonel Roosevelt feels that'the Taft ad-

be continued was 


brought out partly as the - result ot the 
cordial greeting between the two men at 
Cardinal Gibbons' Jubilee In Baltimore.

ihis twenty-fifth , as primate, and it was 
'taken advantage of by the grea,t men 
of the nation to do honor to him,as 
.-man and citizen.

PRESIDENT'S SPEECH. 


The purpose of the meeting was se 


forth by President 
Taft, who was the 


first speaker, following Governor Croth- 
ers of 
Maryland, who presided.

Chief Executive said In part: 
"This assembly, I venture to say, can 


find few counterparts In history. We an 
Imct as American citizens to congratu 
'late the American primate of one of the 
; groat churches in the world 
on 
the 


twenty-fifth anniversary of his accession 
to the highest office In his church bu 
one, and upon the fiftieth anniversary 
of his entering the church as one of it] 
priests..

Cardinal Urges 
Loyalty 


Noted Churchman Speaks 


BALTIMORE,' June 7.—Cardinal Gibbons' address at the 


civic celebration in honor of ;the fiftieth anniversary of his 
ordination to. the priesthood and the twenty-fifth anniversary 
of his elevation to the cardinalate follows,: \ 


I am filled with emotions of gratl- 
tude . by this extraordinary' ms-nlfesta- , 
tlon on the part of my fellow citizens, i 
•without distinction .of race or rellg-- 
ion or confliiMisi $ft IS"*, and I am: 
overwhelmed vr^f 
• " isalon by the- 
unmerited 
encpmlrnrrs 
-which 
have 
been pronounced by the President 'of 
the United States, the Vice-President,, 
the former President, the speaker , of 
the House 
of Representatives, 
the- 
Governor of -Maryland and the Mayor 
of Baltimore.

'.' 
'Gentlemen, you have portrayed your 
subject, not, I fear, as- he is, but as 
he should be. But your portrait, is so 
attractive that it shall be my en-[ 
fleayor to resemble it more and more 
every day'of the few years that, re- 
main to me. .One merit only, I can 
truly claim, and' that is an ardent 
love lor my native country and her 
political Institutions. Ever since I en- 
tered the sacred ministry my aim has 
been to make* those over whom I, ex- 
erted any influence, not only more up- 
right Christians, but 
also more loyal 
citizens 
For the most faithful Chris- 
tian makes the best citizen; 
I 
consider the republic . of 
the 
United States one of the .most pre- 
cious heirlooms ever bestqwed on man- 
kind down the ages, and that it is 
the duty, and should be the delight of 
every citizen to strengthen and per- 
petuate our government by the ohserv- 


- ance of its laws, and by the integrity 
of his private life. 
"Righteousness," 


Bavs the book of Proverbs, "exalteth 
a nation but sin 'is a reproach to the 
people." 
If our government Is. destined to be 
enduring, it must rest on the eternal; 
principles of justice, truth and right- 
eousness, and these principles must 
have for their sanction the recognition 
of a supreme being who created all 
things by His power, who governs 
them by His wisdom'and whose su- 
perintending providence watches over 
the affairs of nations and of men. 
When the framers of our immortal 
constitution wore In session Benjamin 
Franklin complained to his colleagues 
of the small progress they had made 
after several weeks' of deliberation. 
He used these memorable words: "We 
have spent many days in fruitless dis- 
cussion. We have been groping in the 
dark because we' have not sought .light 
from the father of light to 'Illumine 
our understanding. I have lived, ' he. 
continued, "for many years and the 
longer I live the more convincing 
•proofs I have that God governs the af- 
fairs of men. And if a sparrow can- 
not fall to the ground without His 
notice is it probable that an .empire 
can rise without His aid and co-op- 
eration?" We are told In the same 
sacred writings that "unless the Lord 
build the-house he laboreth in vain 
who bulldeth it." 


Thank God, the words • of l?*raTiklIn 


did not fall on barren soil.- They have 
borne fruit. Our government from-Its 
dawn to the present time has been 
guided -by Christian ideals. - It • has 
recognized the existence of a super- 
intending providence. This Is evident 
from the fact that our 
Presidents, 


from the first to the last, have almost 
invariably invoked ' the 
aid 
of our, 


heavenly Father in their inaugural 
proclamations. 
Both houses of • con- 


gress are opened with grayer. The 
Christian Sabbath is recognized and 
observed "throughout the 1 and. 
The 
President of the United States issues 
an annual -proclamation inviting his 
fellow citizens to assemble in their 
• 
•respective "houses 
of worship and 
thank the Almighty for the blessings 
vouchsafed to us as a nation. 


It is true, indeed, that there is no 
official union1 of church and- state 'in 
this country. But we must not infer 
from this that there Is any antagonism 
between the1 civil and religious, au- 
thorities. 
Far 
f rom , it, the chtrrch 
and state .move on parallel lines. They 
mutually assist 
one 
another. - The 
state holds .over the spiritual rulers; 
the aegis of its protection'Without in- 
terfering' with the sacred .and God- 
given rights of conscience. And the 
church on her part helps to enforce 
the civil laws by moral and religious 
sanctions. 


- I fear that we do not fully realize 
and , are not .duly grateful for the- 
anxious cares by which our chief 
magistrate and 
heads of the 
co - 
:prdiriate branches, of the government 
are preoccupied in the discharge of 
their official duties. .And these cares 
are the price which Is paid for our 
domestic, peace and1 comfort, and the 
tranquillty 
of 
the -commonwealth. 
When the traveler in mid-ocean ,Jsf, 
buffeted 
by the waves, he feels a 
sense, of security' because he knows 
that the captain- and his officers are 
at the p"ost of duty. 
So do we se- 
curely, rest on our pillows because we 
are conscious that our great Captain 
and His associates in office are dil- 
igently steering the ship of state. ' 


It is the duty of us all, churchmen 
and laymen," to hold-up the hands of 
our 
president, as 
Aaron and Har" 
stayed up the hands of Moses. 
• - Let us remember that our chief ex- 
ecutive and all subordinate magis- 
trates are the accredited agents and 
ministers, of, God and are clothed with 
divine authority, and. therefore it is 
our duty and should be our delight to 
aid them by every means in our power 
in. guiding and controlling the .destiny 
of our glorious republic.

ROOSEVELT'S TRIBUTE. 


Former 
President Roosevelt was the 


next speaker, and when he arose it was 
to the accompaniment of great applause. 
He said in the course of his address: , 


"While the American people may Dif- 


fer among,1 themselves on questions of 
dogma, they unite on what counts more 
than dogma—conduct. We read now and 
then about people complaining that Jihe 
churches are growing smaller and ; that 
'they are losing their influence.

against a|theism and anarchy, a bulwark 
aginst tho tearing down of morality and 
government,, the foundation on which our 
country depends."
